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Over five thousand people attended 
meetings in College Green, Dublin, last 
night, to protest against the arrest and 
imprisonment: of Mr. de Valera by the 
Northern Government. No resolutiqns 
were passed, but almost all of the 
speakers denounced partition, and it was 
suggested that there should be a boycott 
aí goods in the Free State of goods comin 
from Belfast during the imprisonment o 
ir. de Valera.

THE SECOND MEETING.

A CHALLENGE TO NATIONALITY.

Messrs. T. Derrig, T.D., and E. Cooney, 
T.D., also addressed the meeting. 

A cablegram from the American Aseocia- 
tion for the recognition of the Irish Republi 
expressing indignation was read, and 
stating that the members pledged themselves 
not to buy any article manufactured in 
Belfast hereafter. until amends were made for 
the ontrave on Mr. de Valera. (Cheers.) 


SENATOR JOHNSON’S MEETING, 


Only nine members of the Free State Par- 


liament comprised the meeting, held at 
Leinster House, yesterday, on the suggestion 
of Senator Thomas Johnson, to protest 
against the arrest and imprisonment of Mr. 
de Valera. Not a single Government De- 
puty attended the meeting, and only three 
members of the Fianna Fail Party were pre- 
sent, Members of both the Opposition and 
Ministerial parties were in Leinster House 
during the meeting, but apparently they dd 
not consider it politic to be present at the 
roceedings. hose who were present-- 
enators Johnson, Farren, Deputies Bro- 
derick and Cassidy, of the Labour Party; 
Messrs. 8. T. O’Kelly, Sean McEntee and 
Seamus Moore, of the Fianna Fail Earty, 
and Mrs. Wyse Power and Mr. Coburn, In- 
dependent Members of the Parliament--su- 
sequently issued the following statement to 
the Press :— 

‘The meeting was unanimous that the ar 
rest and imprisonment of Deputy de Vales 
has caused general resentment throughout 
the country, and the issues involved being of 
such vital importance, it was felt that al! 
political means should be availed of to nave 
the question raised and ventilated, so that 
action suitable to the occasion might» Le 
taken.’’ 


NATIONAL UNIVERSITY MEETING 


_At a meeting of Convocation of the Nationa! 
University, held at University College, Dublin, 
yesterday, Dr. Clery, who presided, moved 
that standing orders be suspended to enable 
him to propose a resolution regarding the 
imprisonment of Mr. de Valera. 

‘* We all feel very strongly on this matter,” 
Dr. Clery said. ‘Though in many ways we 
may differ, we all feel it to be a very serious 
thing that Mr. de Valera should be arrested 
in this way. It is another piece of that 
animus against Catholics in the North, the 
culmination of a series of outrages, that he 
should be thrown into prison for no reason. 
I think you would be expressing your views 
if yee join with the citizens of Ireland in 
inaking this protest. We at the present time 
are pressed to breaking point.” 

Dr. J. C. Flood seconded the resolution, 
which was passed 


SOUTH DUBLIN COUNCIL 


PROTEST. 


At a meeting of the South Dublin Rural 
District Council last evening, Mr. P. Nugent 
presiding, a resolution was passed, on the 
motion of Mr. J. O’Gorman, seconded by Mr 
J. Nolan, protesting against the arrest of Mr. 
de Valera by the Government of Northern 
Ireland. 


ROSCOMMON REPUBLICANS’ 
RESOLUTION, 

The Roscommon Executive of Fianna Fail 
at a meeting in the Harrison Hall, Ros- 
common, passed the following resolution :— 
“That the members of Roscommon Executive 
of Fianna Fail protest against the imprison- 
ment of Eamonn de Valera, T.D.. bv the 
Northern bigots, and call upon all traders in 
the twenty-six counties to protest in the most 
effective wav by 1efusing to have any further 
dealings with Northern firms.’’ 


KERRY BOARD OF HEALTH, 
The Kerry Board of Health passed a resolu- 


tion emphatically protesting against the action 
of the Northern Government in assuming 
arbitrary powers by arresting and imprisoning 
Famonn de Valera, Chief of the Fianna Fail 
Party and representative of one of the Ulster 
constituencies, while on a visit to a social 
gathering in Belfast, ‘‘ We look upon their 
action as a direct insult to the Southern 
Parliament and to the people of this country, 
and we are amazed at the inactivity of the 
Ministry of the Free State Government in not 
issuing an official protest.’’ 


TUAM TOWN COUNCIL. 
The Tuam Town Commissioners held a 
special meeting to protest against the 1im- 
prisonment of Mr. de Valera, and called for 
the immediate operation of the Belfast trade 
hoycott by Southern Ireland, if Mr. de Valera 

is not released within twenty-four hours. 


BACON FREIGHTS. 


IRISH CURERS HANDICAPPED. 

At the monthly meeting of the Council of 
the Cork Chamber of Commerce, Mr. M. J. 
Barrett (President) presiding, it was decided 
to request the Chamber’s representatives on 
the Executive Council of the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce to support the resolu. 
tion submitted by the Waterford Chamber, 
calling on the Revenue Commissioners to ac- 
cept as valid returns for income tax assess- 


ments traders’ accounts which are fully 
vouched as correct by certified incorporated 
and chartered accountants. It also was 


decided to press for the payment of income 
tax by co-operative societies. 
FREIGHTS ON BACON. 

The Council had under consideration the 
comparative freights on Irish and Continental 
acon, shipped or otherwise transpBrted to 
British markets The freight to London from 
Cork per the City of Cork Steam Packet 
(Company, Ltd., via Fishguard, is 57s. 2d. per 
ton; per the Great Southern Railway, via 
Rosslare and Fishguard, or via Dublin and 
Holyhead, 64s. 6d. per ton; and to London, 
via Liverpool, 57s. 2d. per ton. The Council 
was strongly of opinion that Imsh curers were 
carrying on their export trade at a big disad 
vantage as weal with, say, their Danish 
competitors. Esbjerg, the principal Danish 
shipping port, where large bacon factories are 
located, is in a pesition to deliver its bacon 
to London buyers for 39s. 9d. per ton, whereas 
Cork exporters have to pay 57s. 2d. per ton. 
The Cork curers have thus to pay virtually 
ls, per cwt., or £1 per ton, more than their 
Danish competitors. The 57s. 2d. rate is 
charged for the direct boat service to either 
Fishguard or Liverpool If the bacon is sent, 
however, via Dublin-Holyhead or Rosslare 
Fishguard the rate is further increased by 
7s. 4d. per ton. Again, Copenhagen to Hull 
works out at 24s. per ton, as against Cork to 
Liverpool at 30s. 10d. per ton. In the latter 


case there are additional charges which 
further increase the freight. by close on 3s 
per ton. . 


Lhe Council decided to take the matter up 
with the Free State Department of {ndustry 
and Commerce and the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce of the Irish Free 
State. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

Evidence to be tendered to the Bankruptcy 
Commission on the registration and enforce- 
ment of judgments also was under considera. 
tion. The Council decided to ask Mr. Michael 
Dorgan, solicitor, to tender evidence on 
behalf of the Chamber. 

It was decided by the Council to appoint a 
joint committee of the Councils of the two 
Chambers for the purpose of selecting a panel 
of business candidates to contest seats in the 
forthcoming municipal elections. 


MOTOR PARK ATTENDANTS. 
About 50 motor car attendants, duly 
licensed by the Commissioner of the Civic 
Guard, have taken up duty on the principal 
parking places in Dublin since Monday last, 
and motorists are now assured that their cars 
will be safely guarded during temporary 
absence. In order to make the scheme a 
success, patrons of the parking places are 
requested to give generous support to those 

entrusted with the care of their property.

THE TAXATION OF 
MOTORS 


NORTHERN TRADE AND 
MINISTRY. 
TWO ACCOUNTS OF AN 
INTERVIEW. 
——F 


Recently the Northern Minister of 
Finance met a deputation of the Belfast 
motor trade, and pointed out to them the 
impossibility of having the same rate of 
motor taxation in Northern Ireland as in 
Great Britain. 

A statement has been issued by the 
Motor Trade Association, taking excep- 
tion to certain statements in the official 
myers of the Ministry of Finance. 

Mr. Pollock, the Minister of Finance, in 
the course of an interview which he gave 
yesterday, justified the official report. 

THE TRADE’S STATEMENT. 

The Motor Trade Association say :— 

“The published report states that 
amazing suggestions were put forward by the 
deputation : 

“ (1) That the tax on commercial vehicles 
of the lighter types should |e increased by £4 
per annum; and 

‘* (2) That the already existing h.p. tax on 
private cars should be increased so as to 
compensate the Road Fund for the supposed 
loss to its revenue by the reduction in the 
rates of commercial tax. 

“I, ought not to be necessary to explain 
to any intelligent person that a deputation 
which demanded the principle of equal taxa- 
tion with Great Britain would not be so 
foolish or illogical as to suggest increases in 
the rates of tax on certain classes of vehicles. 
The suggestion, in fact, came from the lips 
of the Minister, and not from the deputation: 
in fact, he foreshadowed the possibility of 
such an increase in the future. 

“The Minister repudiated the pledge re- 
peatediv given by the Prime Minister, and 
declared that the revenue derived from motor 
taxation was regarded as general revenue by 
tt~ Government, and that the Road Fund 
had no prior claim to any of it. The Minis- 
ter referred to Mr. Churchill’s last Budget 
speech. in which (for the first time) Mr. 
Churchill, with his usual audacity, referred 
to the h.p. tax as a luxury tax. Mr. Pollock 
used this remark whereon to base his own 
contention that the Government of Northern 
Ireland would be justified in increasing its 
revenue hy raising the h.p. tax as and when 
necessary.

" WE CHALLENGE. 

“ But it wea precisely on this point that 
the deputation was present to challenge him. 
Mr. Churchill st year promised sympathetic 
consideration to the reduction of tax on cars 
of five years or over, and to the possibility 
of a reduction in h.p. tax on new cars. It is 
already rumoured that both these promises 
will be implemented in the forthcoming Im- 
perial Budget, and that the h.p. tax will be 
considerably reduced, and a further imposi- 
tion of 2d. per gallon be added to the petrol 
ax. e . i ' 

“'Phe deputation was especially anxious to 
establish the principle of equal taxation with 
Great Britain to prevent the. possibility of 
the increased petrol tax being imposed here 
again, whilst no relief at all was given in the 
h.p. tax, 

‘‘At present certain commercial vehicles are 
just on the borderline of 25 cwt., and, whilst 
they are paying to-day a tax of £16, they are 
all liable to be re-weighed, and, if found an 
ounce over the 25 ewt. limit, charged an in- 
creased tax, £30, as well as all the severe 
penalties provided. 

‘‘ Tf a revision of the commercial rates were 
made to the rates now ruling in Great Britain 
some commercial users (of vehicles weighing 


to a tax of £20. This is the increase of £4 
per year, of which so much capital has been 
made. But the majority of the users of 
such vehicles have expressed their willingness 
to pay £4 extra in such cases in order to 
secure the revision of the iniquitous rates and 
the unfair classifications now existing 1” 
Northern Ireland, and to establish, for their 
future security, the principle of equal taxation 
with Great Britain.” 
MINISTER’S REPLY. 

The Northern Minister of Finance (the 
Right Hon. H M. Pollock), yesterday, in an 
interview, justified the official report. 

Coming to the part of the statement which 
refers to “ the amazing suggestions put for- 


ward’ by the deputation,” Mr. Pollock was 
equaliy emphatic that the official report 


accurately and faithfully set out the points 
made by the deputation. 

“ There is no doubt about this,” said Mr. 
Pollock, who added that ** in introducing the 
deputation the leading speaker stated, without 
equivocation, that they knew equal taxation 
would penalise the owners of the smaller com- 
mercial vehicles, but they were prepared to 
accept the position. Even when it was ex- 
plained to them how great the percentage 
of motor transport users who would be 
adversely affected was, the deputation were 
still apparently unanimous in urging the 
change.” 

Mr. Pollock, in closing, said that it was the 
heavy vehicles which wrought most havoc, 
and no right-thinking man would dream of 
any arrangement which allowed the owners 
of these heavy vehicles to escape their fair 
share of the big additional road expenditure 
which they made necessary. Mr. Pollock said 
that the Government’s policy was to en- 
courage the use of light vehicles, for which 
expensive concrete roads are not necessary. 
He mentioned that the whole question of the 
grading of the taxation of the motor cars 
would have the attention of the Government 
during the year, with due regard to the 
position of the Road Fund. 


NEW BANGOR SCHOOLS.

APPLICATION FOR LOAN. 


Mr. W. H. Welpley, B.A., Chief Inspector 
of the Northern Ministry of Education, held 
an inquiry at Bangor yesterday into an ap- 
plication by the Co. Down Education au 
thority for sanction to loans of £45,800 for 
the erection of a new elementary school at 
Castle street, Bangor. 

A further application for £4,000 towards 
the erection of St. Comgall’s new public 
elementary school at Brunswick road, Ban- 
gor, was also dealt with. 

Mr. D. C. Quail, Director of Education 
for County Down, said that the educational 
rate ‘or the present financial year was 2}d 
in the £, and for next financial year, when 
the present loan and other loans were in- 
cluded. it would be 4d. Assuming that the 
two-thirds grant expected was obtained 
from the Ministry, repayments of the Bangor 
loan would work out at a fraction over one- 
third of a pennv per pound in the tirst year, 
diminishing as repayments were made.. 

It was tapheell to erect a large central 
school on a site which had beer acquired 
from Lady Clanmorris, and which would take 
the place of Ward and Main street schools. 
and a new school would be: built for St. 
Comgall’s.

WESTERN JUDGE AND 
GAMING ACT. 


-“ 


In the Ballina Circuit Court yesterday, 
Judge Wyse-Fower delivered an interesting 
judgment in an action in which Michael 
foran, .commission agent, Ballina, sued 
Daniel Hopkins, commission agent, Ballina, 
for the recovery of £106 10s. 5d. 

The Judge asked if the alleged debt arose 
out of transactions in reference to racehorses 
—was it a gaming transaction ? 

Mr. Bourke (for plaintiff) said that it 
did, but there was no plea of the Gaming 
Act. 

“ Plea or no plea, I will not hear the 
action,” said the Judge. 

Mr. Bourke submitted that if a plea of 
the Gaming Act was not raised by the de 
fendant his Lordship was not compelled te 
raise it. 

The Judge—I am not raising anything. 
This action is based upon a contract that 
is declared in law to be null and void. 

Mr. Bourke said that when the Gaminc 
Act was not pleaded his lordship was entitled 
to hear the case, and decide it as an ordinary 
case hetween the two parties. : 

Judge—I must take the extraordinary view, 
perhaps. and non-suit your client, and if 
you are not satisfied you can appeal. 

Mr. Bourke—Ifi you say that’ you cannot 
give á decree I cannot put it further. 

THE CLAIM. 

The Judge—I am against you, Mr. Bourke. 
In this case it ig admitted that the claim for 
£106 is entirely and absolutely in reference to 
transactions between them arising ont of the 
running of horses. It is perfectly true that 
the Gaming Act has not been pleaded. A 
creat deal of misapprehension has arisen from 
time to time, in my view, as to the question 
of the Gaming Act being pleaded or not 
being pleaded. The fact that the Gamine 
Act has been pleaded in a matter of this 
kind alwavs is regarded as a blister upon 
the sporting character of a defendant: but 
no question of pleading, in my view, can over- 
come Section 18 of the Gaming Act of 1845, 
under which all contracts, whether they he 
oral or in writing, by way of gamery or 
wager, are null and void, and no suit shall 
be brought or maintained in a court of law of 
equity for the recovery of any sum in respect 
of any such transactions. . 

That section still is the Jaw of the Jand. 
It might be that a misapnrehension has now 
arisen, because the Legislature has enjoined 
fhat such transactions have to be 
the subiect of revenue. If Section 
18 of the 1815 Act stopped at the 
declaration that such transactions are nui! 
and void, then it micht be said that Court- 
of Justice should hear the cases: but the 
verv next sentence is that “No such suit 
shall be bronght in Court of Equity for the 
recovery of any eum of money in respect of 
such transactions.” 

This Court cannot have any cozgnisance of 
this case beside the mere fact that it is on 
its books. Even before the Gaming Act was 
nassed it is perfectly clear that judges, so 
far as they could. set their faces against en- 
couragine any euch lecislation in the courts. 7 
thoroughly sympathise with the remarks of 
Judge Bailev in the case of Gilbert v. Svkes, 
decided in 1812. He said that it would be 
a good rule to adiourn such cases until such 
time as the Court had rothinge else to do. 

In conelusion, the Judge said that the Act 
prevented judges pursuing the doubtless in- 
teresting pastime of calculating the odds.

MORE PRESSING PROBLEMS IN 
ULSTER. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., speaking at the 
annual dinner of the Belfast and Ulster 
licensed vintners, in Belfast, last night, said 
that he knew of no more grotesque method 
of crushing out the liquor trade than local 
option. He saw it in Scotland, and a scheme 
more grotesque was never conceived outside 
a lunatic asylum. It would he better if 
those who had raised the question would 
apply their sincerity and capacity to in- 
finitely more urgent needs. 

There were only two problems in Northern 
Ireland that were urgent and pressing. and 
everything else oncht to be obliterated until 
they were solved: they were poverty and 
unemployment. There were people dying of 
Starvation, and no community covld call it- 
self Christian or humane that allowed that 
condition of affairs to exist—where men and 
women were starving and children were 
dving for want of food and clothing and heat. 

He trusted that thev would soon get mem- 
hers of Parliament, Town Councillors and 
Beards of Guardians, who would get together 
and make a vow to drop sectional and con- 
troversial polilics and apply themselves in a 
spirit of Christian and humane co-operation 
to the task of finding out what form of 
genius existed in Northern Treland and see 
if they could adinst these problems.

“I took her away for her own safety’s 
sake. She intended to run away.” This 
statement was made by the hotel servant-girl, 
Rose O'Grady, in the course of the proceed- 
ings at the South-Western Police Court. 
London, yesterday, when she was brought up 
on remand, charged with the abduction of 
an ll-vear-old girl, Muriel Dunsmuir. The 
pair, it was recalled, travelled to Ireland, 
and were found at Castlebridge, near Wex- 
ford, on February 2nd. 

Sergeant McBeath. the reading-over ee 
whose evidence was followed by the remark 
euoted above, said that O’Gradv’s conversa- 
tion when arrested was to the same effect. 


Mrs. Dunsmuir, the girl’s . mother, said 
that on Janvarv 30th she missed her 
daughter, and set inquiries on foot. She had

Following evidence hy the taxi-driver who 
drove the parr from the Lytton Hall Hotel, 
where the Dunsmuirs resided and O'Grady 
was emploved, Moriel Dansmuir gave 
evidence. She said that she hecame friendly 
with O’Grady abont three months aco. Both 
of them were fond of dancing. O'Grady had 
sugcested that thev shonld go on the halls 
as “ Maccie and Lily.” and said that they 
wonld try and get a hall at Castlebridge, in 
Ireland.

IN BELFAST. 


PLIGHT OF THE LINEN 
WORKERS. 


MONEY, FOOD AND 
CLOTHING NEEDED.

That Belfast is faced with a serious 
problem of poverty and starvation is now be- 
coming apparent, and steps are mor taken 
to investigate the extent of the problem and 
devise means to alleviate distress and 
suffering. 

The problem may not he so concentrated 
as in some of the mining districts in England, 
where whole villages are on the verge of 
starvation, but if it is more diversified and 
widespread it is none the less acute, prin- 
cipally owing to the long period of depres- 
sion in the linen industry. 

THE LINEN TRADE. é 

'There are signs of improvement in the me 
building industry in Belfast, and during the 
next few months many more men will be em- 
ployed, but, unfortunately, there are no indi- 
cations of early improvement in the linen 
industry. Consequently many who, in the 
past, relied upon this industry for employ- 
ment, now find themselves either out of work 
or on ““short time.” The influenza epidemic, 
which is still very prevalent in the city, has 
intensified the problem. 

It ig becoming evident to the citizens 
generally that, while the Northern Govern- 
ment and the Belfast Board of Guardians can 
play an important part in alleviating distress, 
the matter is one also for the citizens them- 
selves. The public conscience is being 
uwakened to the hardships and distress pre- 
vailing in many districts in a way that it 
hag never been before, and there are indica- 
tions that steps will be taken to meet the 
great need for money, food and clothing. 


INVESTIGATING THE PROBLEM 


Recently a meeting was called by Toc H 
of representatives of all classes and creeds, and 
committees were appointed to investigate the 
problem and devise ways and means oí assist- 
ance. The Chairman and secretary of the 
Distress Committee, in a letter to the Press 
to-day invite the co-operation and assistance 
of all agencies and organisations that are 
engaged in the work of relieving distress. 
They emphasise that the Committee is non- 
political and non-sectarian; that it is not 
concerned to apportion blame for the present 
state of affairs, and that it will not interfere 
with the work of relief carried out by exist- 
ing philanthropic agencies. Its first business 
is to discover facts, and it is concerned with 
the distress with which other agencies, either 
for lack of funds or for other reasons, are 
unable to deal. 

The offices of the Council of Social Welfare, 
100 Great Victoria street, Belfast, have been 
placed at the disposal of the Committee, and 
organisations or institutions which know of 
cases of distress which they are themselves 
unable to assist are asked to send a list to 
this address 

TYPICAL CASES OF DISTRESS. 

A Belfast newspaper, the Northern Whig, 
has taken a prominent part in bringing before 
the public the necessity for immediate action, 
and to-day it publishes a series of dis- 
tressing cases of poverty and starvation. This 
is one of them relited by their investigator : 

“That is all the money I have in the 
world,” said a woman, producing four pennies 
from a box on the fireplace. We found her 
in a room at the head of two flights of stairs, 
and she had got the 4d. by selling a few 
rags. A piece of sacking covered the recently- 
washed floor, and in a corner was an old 
mattress which served as a bed for the family 
of five. The furniture consisted of a table 
and a chair; the broken window was patched 
with paper, and rotten floor boards were pit- 
falls for little bare feet. The eldest of the 
three children, all boys, had just returned 
from a vain search for bread. 

The mother, a picture of abject misery, 
was clad in all the clothes she possessed—a 
bundle of rags. She told us she had 5s. a 
week, 2s. 6d. of which went in rent. ‘‘I 
buried my little baby a few days ago, she 
said, and her despairing gesture as he spoke 
of the horror of rising in the mornings with 
not a crust of bread for the children went 
straight to the heart. In that room of 
privation and sorrow was a solitary picture— 
sr] of Christ. What does He think of it 
all? 

Here is another case— 

In one house visited we were shown to a 
tiny bedroom on the first floor—in the kitchen 
downstairs a number of poorly-clad children 
were crowded around a small fire—and here 
was a young woman, the mother of three 
children, the youngest of whom, a fortnight- 
old baby, was lying dead in a little white 
cradle. Her story, similar in essentials to 
several others heard in the district that day, 
was one of utter poverty. She had no money, 
her unemployed arin was receiving noth- 
ing from the bureau, and the family was 
depending on scraps of food from other resi- 
dents in the house, who were scarcely in 
better circumstances themselves. Her 
greatest trouble seemed to be that she had 
no money wherewith to bury her little one. 

“Perhaps someone will giveme 10s. to open 
a grave.” she said, her tone and look imply- 
ing that such a gift would be almost a 
miracle. The rent of the room is 4s. a 
week. 

RELIEF SCHEMES HELD UP. 

In many houses in the working class dis- 
tricts similar stories can be told, and that 
they bear the stamp of truth is shown by the 
squalor and poverty of the surroundings. 
Those at the head of religious and charitable 
organisations in Belfast are unable at present 
. meet all the urgent demands made upon 
them. 

The Belfast Corporation and Board of 
(;uardians are endeavouring to co-operate by 
the provision of further relief schemes, but 
it 1s recognised that even when these are pro- 
vided there will be many cases which will 
get no benefit from them. It appears that 
there are over three hundred relief schemes 


held up at present. for want of 
machinery. This fact was stated yes- 
terday by the Chairman of _ the 
Belfast Board of Guardians, following 
a conference with the civic authority. He 


said :—We were well received, and we got a 
most sympathetic hearing. They were in- 
forined that over three hundred schemes had 
been held up for want of machinery. He, 
however, ascertained that there was a circu- 
lar road suggested which would employ 
manual labour. It would involve, if it came 
to fruition, the outlay of a considerable sum 
of money, and the Ministry of Home Affairs 
had made a generous promise. 

Mr. Haslett said that did not mean much 
tor those wanting their breakfast. All the 
talk about a test was beside the point. 

The Chairman said they were not return. 
ing to the labour test scheme. - 

Mr. Gibb, J.P., asked if Mr. Haslett ob- 
jected to work being done for money ex- 


pended. 
Mr. Haslett said in kind. Public opinion 
demanded that there should be relief for 


the destitute, and the responsibility rested 
with the Guardians, There was distress in 
the city which would not exist fi they were 
doing their duty. He objected to a test 
scheme. 
The Chairman said he had already told 
Mr. Haslett the scheme was to provide work 
which would enable those in need to earn 
money to provide the necessaries of life. 

Mr. Gibb moved the adoption of the re- 
port, and Mr. M‘Bride seconded. 

The Chairman said they shonld ask the 
members of the Corporation to give the 


matter all the help possible, seeing that the 
Board was unanimous,

LORD CRAIGAVON OPENS 
EXTENSION CAMPAIGN. 


Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, was the principal speaker 
at a meeting in Belfast last night to imaugu-’ 
rate a great extension movement in connec- 
tion with the Presbyterian Church in Ire- 
land. He submitted a motion pledging the 
meeting to do its utmost to help in an effort 
to raise £100,000 within ten years. 

“Tt is,” he said, “a big task, but how 
many big tasks have we undertaken and 
carried ‘brough together? We are a small 
community in Ulster, and one of the greatest 
possible benefits is the harmony of the re- 
lationship between Church and State. Woe 
to the day when anything happens to in 
any way interfere with the harmony of the 
Protestant religion and your Protestant 
Government,’”’ 

When he remembered how the Protestant 
Churches did their part in times of political 
crisis, he said, it was no wonder that he 
should come to do his smal] part to help 
them in a task so good as that now under- 
taken. 

Mr. Justice Brown seconded the motion, 
which was passed unanimously. 

The Rev. Mr. Haslett, outlining the 
scheme, said that in new areas in Belfast 
alone there would be need for nalf a dozen 
new congregations in the next eight or ten 
vears. They needed also mission halls and 
increased staffs of workers, and a scheme was 
under consideration for the training of lay 
workers.

CONTINUE. 


ENGLISH MOTORIST DIES 
IN SNOWSTORM. 


A fifty-eight years’ record was broken 
by :esterday’s temperature in London. Not 
since 1671 has a day temperature of less 
than 29 degrees been recorded in the 
Metropelis in the middle ten days of 
Yebruary. Yesterday's highest tempera- 
ture at Kew and Croydon was 25 degrees, 
six degrees of frost, and one degree below 
the same reading for Monday. The lowest 
temperature in London during the day was 
nine degrees below freezing point. 

The bleak Easterly wind which has 
tuept England since Monday morning con- 
tinued to blow, but whereas on Monday 
the South-East of England was its coldest 
part, yesterday Yorkshire had the distinc- 
fion of the lowest temperature with a 
maximum day record of 23 degrees, nine 
below freezing point. 


BLEAK OUTLOOK. 

The Air Ministry experts do not hold 
out any hope of warmer weather. Once 
again “ very cold ” is used to describe the 
probable conditions for the next 48 hours. 
It will be very fine, however, apart from 
wintry showers on the East Coast. 

Reports of snow-blocked roads, delayed 
trains, and a cold so intense as to make 
the thickest of overcoats seem  non- 
existent, again came from all parts of the 
British Isles yesterday. 

One remarkable proof of the strength 
of the frost in Great Britain occurred on 
the main Southern Railway line between 
Broad Clyst and Pinhoe, Devon, where it 
fractured a rail. For about an hour 
trafic was confined to one track, while the 
broken rail was replaced. 

'Bus services were totally suspended in 
Monmouthshire western valleys, and 
trains were hours late. 

As a result of the snowstorm, Judge 
L. ©. Thomas arrived at Abertillery 
County Court one and a half hours late, 
The Clerk was also delayed, and the 
business of the Court commenced two and 
a half hours late. 


THE LARNE-STRANRAER ROUTE. 


The route from Carlisle to Stranraer for 
Belfast re-opened for traffic, but pas- 
sengers from Ireland had to spend the 
nicht on the boat at Stranraer.

The Paris-l’Orient express 
arrived four hours late, after being snow- 
bound, and this morning’s local from 
Rambouillet did not run, as the locomo- 
tive was frozen. 

Numerous deaths from cold are reported, 
one of the most tragic being at Formerie, 
where a seventy years old stone-breaker, 
working in a quarry, was found buried 
beneath a pile of stones, only his frozen 
head showing. 


SOUTH BEGINS TO SHIVER.

“H will be appreciated that, inasmuch as 
the judgment of the Privy Council referred 
to in the first question affected the posi- 
tion of other civil servants besides the two 
directly concerned, it was desirable that 
there should be conversations not only 
between His Majesty's Governments in the 
United Kingdom and in the Irish Free 
State, but also between His Majesty's 
Government in the Irish Free State and 
the representatives of the civil servants. 

“I am happy to be able to inform the

This is following the procedure adopted 
when Mr. de Valera was granted permis- 
sion to attend the funeral of the late 
Cardinal ©’ Donnell at Armagh. 

It is understood that Mr. de Valera 
has definitely refused to give any under- 
taking. 

[Mr. de Valera, who was arrested at Goragh 
wood on Tuesday, February 5th, was charged 
at a Special Court in Belfast on Friday, 
February 8, with contravening an order made 
in September, 1924,: prohibiting him from 
entering any part of Ulster, except County 
Antrim.

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The Times observes in a leading article : 
The scene in St, Peter's yesterday, when the 
Pope was borne in State, with all the stately 
magnificence of the ritual that has come down 
through the ceijturies, amidst the acelamations 
of “ Ervica tl Papa; Evewa Pw X1.,"" was 
extraordinarily impressive, though it was 
widely known that the expected benediction 
to the people from the outer Loggia would 
not be given. It is deferred, His Holiness 
explained ot Monday, until the Treaty that 
day signed i» the Lateran has been ratified. 
But the great fact of the conchusion of this 
Treaty was present to the minds of all, and 
that was enough to move Italians of almost 
all sides and all opinions to their hearts. 

It is a great fact in the history of the 
Roman Church and of United Italy, now for 
the first time invested with a complete re- 
ligious unity in the minds of all her Catholic 
citizens. ‘* We are a Protestant nation,’’ as 
Sir Austen Chamberlain said on the day 
when the Treaty was signed, Iut a Protest- 
aut nation whose King is the King of many 
millions of Roman Catholics, and all of us 
can join in Sir .Austen Chamberlain's con- 
gratulations. to the Pope and to Signor 
Mussolini on the happy close of this old con- 
troversy. With the signal courage and 
breadth of view which have led him to carry 
out this great work of peace, the Pope 
assumes the whole responsibility for his 
departure from the course followed by his 
predecessors for almost sixty vears. He de- 
clares that the only aid he has had during 


his long study of- what until two days 
since was still “the Roman question,’ has 
heen from the prayers of the faithful of 


his communion, He faces the future witli the 
confidence which inspired him throughout the 
negotiations. He does. not shut his eves to 
the possibility of dangers,’ the. certainty of 
difficulties in working out the delicate and 
complex consequences of the agreement he 
aud Signor Mussolini have made, but he 
wisely answers the feais of his less clear- 
sighted advisers by affirming that guarantees 
from foreign Governments are needless, and 
that. the only guarantees are “in the con 
Sejence and in the sense of justice of the 
Italian people.” ' That shows a real and 
statesmanlike sense of the national and ‘inter- 
national situation. 

So m not less. striking fashion does a 
declaration in the official summary of the 
agreement, which apparently cohtains all the 
authoritative information likely to be pub- 
lished until after the meeting of the new 
Italian Parliament at the end of April. The 
summary contains the explicit statement that 
the Holy See is to remain, and will remain, 
outside the temporal rivalries between other 
States, and will remain outside the: -inter- 
national congresses set up with this object, 
utiess contending parties make . common 
appeai to it. That clause ought to-put an 
end to a good deal of anxiety felt in 
some quarters “which in other - respects 
applaud the settlement, as to the possibility 
of intervention by the new Vatican State in 
Congresses where its representatives would 
not be acceptable <A great deal of ink has 
been devoted iu different countries to specu- 
lations on the probable religious and political 
consequences of this “‘ peace by agreement ”' 
between the Vatican and the Quirinal. These 
are attractive and” important subjects, of 
which the importance is undeniable, but they

AT Holland is aghast at the calamity 
of the destruction by fire during the night 
of thé fiistoric and beantifal ‘Town Wall 
of Leyden, with its priceless contents of

The Town Hall, built in 1392, was one 
of the mast memorable relics of the Dutch 
renaissance, but is now only a smoulder- 
ing mass of ruins. About half-past four 
this morning a péliceman, who was on 
guard as usual outside the building, dis 
covered an outbreak of: fire ity some pre: 
mises at the rear of the Town Hall. 
He immediately gave the alarm, but im 


a strong north-east wind, gained a com- 
plete mastery and submerged the beau 
tiful building in a sea of fire. 

The efforts of the firemen were com- 
pletely unavailing. The lofty belfrv col 
lapsed -with a tremendous crash two hours 
after the alarm was first given. 

The origin of the outbreak has not yet 

been ascertained. All the artistic trea- 
sures, municipal archives and records con- 
tained in the Town Hall were destroyed, 
as well as three buildings adjoining. ..

“NO RECOGNITION” 


There was a brisk discussion at a meeft- 
ing of Convocation of the National 
University, Dublin, yesterday,. upon what 
one of the speakers called “a mystery 
which was carried’ by 59

In putting the resolution Dr. Flood said 
that it did not seem to him to be appre:

THE NEW IDEA, 


‘The changed’ circumstances hare 
altered the position between the Univer- 
sity and a certaiw other university,’” he 
said. ‘The National University is now 
in the position of being regarded as thie 
principle university in the Irish Free 
State; a few years ago it was not the 
principal university, but a new inmstitu- 
tion making a footing for itself. People 
outside of Ireland see here a new State, 
with a State university. They regard us 
as a State growing up with a new idea; 
they Jook to the university most assoe- 
ciated with that modern idea. 

‘** We are the modern university of the 
Irish Free State. Now people in another 
university are well aware of this change, 
and are taking every opportunity to de- 
monstrate that they are as modern as we 
are. During the past six ‘months they 
have very strongly consolidated their posi- 
tion with regard to the external world, 
As regards our own country. we have 
alwavs had the idea that we were the 
principal university for the people of 
Ireland. | 


FRATERNISATION. 


‘ Rivals are coming forward’ represent. — 


ing that they stand. or the present idea, 
the present ideals and notions of ‘the day 


They .are also en- 
deavouring to app-ar associated with us, 
and to fraternise with us as far as 
possible.

THE MYSTERY RESOLUTION. 


Mr. Hutchinson: “I regarded this as 
the mystery resolution on the adend'r, 
and [ was so interested I came to hr 
what it really meant. T am _ wholly 


unconvinced as to the wisdom of such a 
course of action. I can see nothing but 
good for the community in the activities 
of Dublin University, and cannot see the 
good of setting up such a hostile atmo- 
sphere. I sincerely hope union between 
the two Universities will-come about; I 
would be glad to see the new ideas of 
the National University added to the 
great tradition of Trinity Colleue.”’ 

The motion was supported by several 
speakers, one of whom said that he had 
discovered in his experience as a teacher 
that many Roman Catholics considered 
Trinity College far the better university.

A BOOMERANG. 


Dr. J. Mowbray sail: “I am totally 
opposed to this idea.

We must make our 
College so wonderful and our efficiency so 
apparent that people will flock to our 
university. This resolution means that, 
instead of locking after our own intercsts

Dr. Flood said that the objections 
raised did not scem to him to be valid.

We ‘are particularly 
fertunate in-that respect at the moment— 
that that particular “chí goes to che 
National University. ‘Trinity are trying 
to see that they get that cachet by the

‘Five or six years ago Trinity were 
not so anxious to appear beside us as 
they are today. It is merely selt- 
preservation fo ensure that the public 
believe that you are better than your 
rival; there is no bigotry in our doing 
that. Those who vote against this motion 
are voting against giving appointments to 
our graduates rather than to graduates of 
another university. It is a question of 
the bread and butter of our graduates.”’

Mr. Pethick Lawrence (Lab., Leicester) 
asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whether, prior to the raising of the Bank 
Rate.on Thursday Jast, any representation 
was made to the Treasury by the Bank 
asking for authority to increase the 
amount of the fiduciary issue above 
£260,000 ,000. 

Mr, Churchill—No, sir. The increase 
in the fiduciary issue would only have the 
effect of stimulating the transier of funds 
from this country to New York for specu- 
lative purposes. 

Mr, Pethick Lawrence asked if the right 
hon. gentleman was satisfied with the 
latest outcome of his financial policy, or 
had he in mind any remedy which he pro- 
posed to take to prevent the industry of 
the country from being at the mercy of 
speculators in the United States and other 
foreign countries. 

Mr. Churchill said that he could 
imagine no remedy which would be more 
l-judged than interference on political 
yrounds with the working of our banking 
system. 

Sir Robert Thomas (L., Anglesey) asked 
if the rise in the Bank Rate were not 
due to prematurely going back to the gold 
standard. 

Replying to Commander Kenworthy, 
Mr. Churchill said he certainly had no 
:nowledze beforehand of the intention to 
inise the rate. 

Mr. Austin Hopkinson (Tnd., Mossley) 
asked if the Chancellgr did not recollect 
iat the chief criticism raised against the 
policy of a sound currency from _ hon.

Pressed for an answer by Sir Robert 
Thomas, Mr. Churchill said that many 
things—good, bad and _ indifierent— 
tollowed from the decision then taken, and 
which the House approved, to return tothe 
sold standard.

AN EARLY MARRIAGE. 

Emily Charlotte le Breton, daughter of the 
Very Rev. W..C. E. le Breton, Dean of 
Jersey, was born on 13th October, 1852—the 
only girl among seven children. Before her 
childhood’s days were past her beauty had 
been known mm Rae. Edward Langtry, 
a widower from Northern Ireland. heard' o! 
it. He went to Jersey. wooed and won th: 
Lily, and while yet in her teens she married 
him.

Her husband. however, had no liking for 
society life.

Yet within 
a month or two she was admired by all, and 
gal for G. F. Watts and Millais, the most 
accomplished painters of their day.

TO THE STAGE. 

Then it was that Lillie Langtry. proved 
her mettle. She had had no training for 
the stage; but she turned her attention to 
the theatre. The Bancroft’s cast her for. Kate 
Hardcastle in ‘‘She Stoops to Conquer,” 
she made a hit, and soon her name was 
known wherever comedy and drama were 
esteemed. She was almost thirty when she made 
her first bow to the public, and when thirty- 
four years afterwards, when she bade farewell to 
theatres, her fortunes were quite re-established. 
Many were the parts she played, and rarely 
did she meet with failure.- She herself has 
said that it would be doubtful if she would 
have met with such unqualified success but 
for the help of Mrs. Henry Labouchere, who 
was Henrieitla Hodson on the stage. Mrs. 
Labouchere, who took charge of her pro. 
fessional career, made sure of her permanent 
popularity. 

Mrs. Langtry was not a great actress, but 
her beanty carried everything before it. She 
knew how to make the most of her graces. 
She knew all the niceties of artistic dressing 
It was one of her complaints that *‘ to-day 
women are, becoming so standarised in figure 
and dress that they all seem to look like each 
other.” Her stage successes carried her to 
the United States, where her progress was 
triumphant. Texas named a town after her. 
It was not til] 1917, when she was an elderly, 
but still beautiful woman, that she bade 
adieu to the American stage. 

Her first husband died in 1897, Two years 
later Mrs. Langtry became the wife of Mr. 
(now Sir Hugo de Bathe), who since the war 
has played in a film for Rex Ingram. 


FAREWELL TO THE STAGE. 

With the close of the war came Lillie 
Langtry’s farewell to the public, and to her 
villa at Monte Carlo, with its gardens over- 
looking the sea, she went to spend the closing 
days of her life. She 
graciousness and her ability to please her 
fellow-creatures to theend. At seventy-one she 
wrote a book of reminiscences, and even 
after a severe illness the exquisite clearness 
of her complexion and beauty of her eyes re. 


mained. 
RACING SUCCESSES. 

Lady de Bathe had been a very prominent 
Owner of racehorses. She raced for many 
years under the name of ‘‘ Mr. Jersev.” The 
first horse of note to carry her silks. 
“turquoise and fawn hoops, turquoise 
cap,’ was Milford, a gift horse to 
her who, among other important races. 
won the Royal Spring Two-Year-Old Plate at 
Kempton Park, the Coventry Stakes at 
Ascot, and ‘the historic Newmarket July 
Stakes. 

it is said, however, that the first horse 
ewned by Lady de Bathe was one called 
Flirt. When she was only eleven years old 
Flirt was bought by her brother and herself 
for £4 10s,, and they rode and trained her in 
secret, so that their father, the Dean of 
Jersey, should not know of it. With her 
they won a race worth £30, 

Milford’s successes whetted his owner's 
taste for the Turf, and in the autumn of 1896 
she bought for 1,500 guineas the Australian. 
bred Merman, who won for her the Lewes 
Handicap, the Cesarewitch, the Ascot Gold 
Cup, and the Jockey Club Cup. At the end 
of 1907 Lady de Bathe bought Yentoi, a son 
of the celebrated Santoi, from the late Mr. 
George Edwardes, of the Gaiety Theatre, and 
the purchase proved a singularly lucky one. 
Among other good races, the horse won the 
Cesarewitch of 1908. Other important races 
wou by Lady de Bathe were the Brocklesby 
Stakes, with Foot Guard, and the Prince 
Edward Handicap at Manchester (twice) 
with Malura and Aurina. Lady de Bathe 


raced as '' Mr. Jersey ”’ till 1908.

ROME CELEBRATES THE SIGNING OF 


THE TREATY 


WITH ITALY.

A crowd of 200,000 waited for four hours 
in St. Peter's square yesterday for the 
Pope to appear on the balcony to impart 
the Apostolic Benediction. For the 
greater part of the time rain fell, and the 
square was one vast expanse of umbrellas 

The Pontiff appeared on the balcony of 
St. Peter’s, accompanied by Cardinal! 


Gasparri, who signed the treaties with 


Italy, and Cardinal Vannutelli, who is 
ninety-three years old. The latter had 
actually been in Holy Orders for many 
years when the Papacy lost its temporal 
powers in 187). 

Later the King came on to the balcony 
of the Quirinal Palace, which incidentally 
was built by Pope Paul the Fifth as a 
residence for himself and his successors. 
The balcony itself is maintained by tavo 
colossal statues of Saint Peter and Saint 
Paul. His Majesty was accompanied by 
the Queen, Signor Turati, the Secretary of 
the Fascist Party, and several other 
Fascist leaders. The enthusiasm outside 
the Royal Palace was so great that the 
King was obliged to appear twice to the 
crowd, who welcomed him with deafening 
cheers. 

Afterwards the crowd, numbering many 
thousands, proceeded to the Piazza 
Colonna, where shouts were raised for 
Signor Mussolini, under the windows ol 
the Palazzo Chigi, the seat of the Foreign 
Othee. Unfortunately, the Prime Minister 
was not there, so the crowd, shaking its 
dripping umbrellas, slowly dispersed. 

Signor Mussolini evidently desired that 
the honours of the day should be shared 
by the King and the Pope. 

The entire city was beflagged, and the

THE POPE BLESSES 
CROWD. 


From “Tuig Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Tuesday. 

If Rome was almost too stunned by the 
suddenness and magnitude of yesterday’s 
events adequately to express her appreciation 
and joy, she more than made amends to-day. 

Krom an early hour this morning the Holy 
City has been decorated with flags, and, for 
the first time for nearly sixty years, the 
yellow and white colours of the Papal Flag 
Lave down side by side with the green, white 
and red tri-colour of Italy. The most con 
spicuous blending of the two emblems was 
to be seen ontsidle the Palazzo Chigi, Signor 
Mussolini’s headquarters, where two huge 
banners hung down from a balcony over 
looking the Corso Umberto. All the Govern- 
ment offices were similarly adorned, and many 
Papal flags had been hung out from privat: 
residences. 

The enthusiasm which the genius and 
statesmanship of the Vatican and of the 
Palazzo Chigi have aroused, triumphed even 
over the soaking rain, which, with a few 
brief but lowering intervals, has poured merci- 
lessly down all day. 

CELEBRATION IN ST. PETER’S. 

The outstanding event of to-day was, oi 
course, the Celebration in St. Peter’s by 
Cardinal Locatelli, of the seventh anniver- 
sary of the Pope's Coronation, at which the 
lioly Father himself was present. 

In view of the reconciliation between the 
Vatican and the Italian Government, this 
year's ceremony was followed with en- 
thusiastic interest. 

At 10 o'clock all the congregation had 
entered, and the Cardinals, in their scarlet 
robes and ermine capes, were already seated 
in their places, At 10.50 the Pope left his 
private apartments, attended by the 


THE 
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ecclesiastical and lay members of his court, 
Moaeh by the cross which was borne by 
Monsignor Giobbe. &, 

On both sides of His Holiness were range 
the Noble Guards, while the Swiss Guards 
acted as escort. At the entrance to thie 
Chapel of the Blessed Sacrament the Holy 
Father was met by the members of the 
Chapter, headed by Cardinal Merry Del Vol, 
as Archpriest of the Basilica. Here the 
Pope was invested with the Pontificial re- 
galia, and assumed the triregno or triple 
crown. 

His Holiness was then raised on the Sedia 
Gestatorial and passed in procession alone 
down the nave. 

A TRIUMPHANT ENTRY. 

When the Holy Father himself appeared 
the immense crowd burst into applause, and 
the vast building resounded to repeated cries 
of “coire ll Papa,” * Evviva Pio XI." 
‘‘Evvriva Jl Papa-Re,’’ mingled with the 
music of the triumphal fanfare sounded by 
the trumpeters of the Noble Guard. 

The procession paused for a moment while 
the Pope descended from his chair and knelt 
at the chapel of the choir in adoration of 
the Blessed Sacrament. KRaised once more, 
His Holiness proceeded to the throne. 

On the vad? aye of the Mass His Holiness 
gave his benediction to the congregation, and 
left the Basilica by way of the Cappella 
Della Pieta. 


CROWD OF 200,000. 

Meanwhile the crowd of about 200,000 
persons was patiently waiting in pouring 
rain ia the piazza outside in spite of the fact 
that an official statement had been issued 
by the Vatican announcing that the Pope 
would be unable, for special reasons con- 
nected with the trealy of the Lateran, to give 
public benediction. 

Shortly before one o'clock, however, their 
faith was rewarded, and on the central 
baleony of St. Peter’s appeared, surrounded 
by high prelates, and attended by his 
Secretary of State, the figure of Pius XL, 
clad in scarlet and ermine. 

The crowd burst into shouts of joy. Hand- 
kerchiefs were waved, and hundreds kneli in 
{ears on the rain-sodden piazza while the 
Pope repeatedly raised his hand in conferring 
the Apostolic Benediction on the city and the 
world, 

This gracious departure of His 
from his programme has produced a most 
favourable impression. It is said ta have 
been due to the personal intervention of 
Signor Mussolini. 

One rumour, which may he given for what 
it is worth, states that the Duce sent to 
the Pope a special message saying :. “J can 
disperse a revolutionary mob, but I can do 
nothing against a peaceful crowd.”’

PROPOSED SOLUTION OF 
BORDER PROBLEM. 


Speaking at the luncheon of the Dery 
Rotary Club, Mr. Thornley, H.M. Inspector 
of Taxes, discussed the border problem, and 
suggested the Zollverein or Customs Union as 
a solution, 

“‘ Germany,’ he said, ‘‘ consists of various 
States, such as Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, 
Wartemburg and Hanover. These States 
have political borders, but no tariff. borders 
between one another. 

“The process. started in Prussia about the 
year 1819, At that time Prussia consisted 
of certain provinces and free cities, each of 
which had the right of imposing tariffs on 
goods ‘imported from its neighbours. The 
result of this was that in Prussia alone there 
were no less than sixty different tariff borders 
and nearly 2,800 classes of taxable goods, The 
inexorable pressure of economic facts caused 
an internal Customs Union in Prussia. The 
constituent provinces and cities combined to 
allow a comparative measure of free trade 
between one another, and a comparative 
measure of unity when dealing with an external 
State on the question of tariffs. ‘By degrees 
neighbouring States were persuaded to join 
the Prussian Zollverein. The process was 
slow. By 1828 only nine external States had 
joined the’ Prussian Zollverein. In that vear 
Wurtemburg and Bavaria, jealous of the 
prosperity which attended the Prussian 
scheme, combined to form an _ oppositron 
Customs Union, known as the Southern 
Union; but iv Jess than a year the Southern 
Union found that separation meant trade 
suicide. and it joined the North. Five years 
later all but four German States were united 
on one Custems Union. By 1854 virtually 
the whole of what is now Germany was in 
one inclusive Zollverein. By 1862 the 
Zollverein’ was concluding commercial 
treaties with Great Britain, France, and

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

An astonishing shortage in American 
Army war reserves has been _Tevealed 
before the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, by Brigadier-General Golden 
Ruggles, Assistant to the Chief of 
Ordnance, eG 

While testifying on behalf of legislation 
designed to áon “An industrial prepared- 
ness by training commercial concerns in 
peace time to manufacture war-time munl- 
tions, General Ruggles stated that 
American ammunition reserves have 
dropped so low that they would last the 
troops less than four months. 
MUNITION RESERVES. 

General Ruggles testified that twelve to 
fifteen months would elapse aiter a war 
started before American manufacturers 
could begin manulacturing munitions 
sufficient to supply the Army 

“ As you know,” said General Ruggles, 
“we have a general mobilisation plan 
worked out by the General Staff. — That 
plan contemplates what might ordinarily 
be considered a _ mrobilisation ior our 
maximum defensive effort. The General 
Staff also fixes the rate of fire at which 
ammunition will be expended. 

‘Based on this plan, we have about 
four months’ supply of ammunition for 
our principal guns, the 77 mm, We have 
less than one month’s supply for the 155 
gun. We have four months’ supply for 
the 155 Howitzer, and about two and a-half 
months’ supply of small arms and 
ammunitions. 

THE PROBLEM. 

“ What are we going.to do between the 
fourth month of the war, when our am- 
munition runs out, and the twelfth or 
fifteenth month, when we get some more? 
We can hope that our adversary, or com- 
bination of adversaries, will be equally un- 
prepared, because, if they have the am- 
munition and we have not, no matter how 
many million men we mobilise they cannot 
protect the United States. 

“The only chance | can see for any 
country, or any combination of countries, 
to defeat the United States on its own 
soil, with its unrivalled man power", is to 
catch that man power defenceless, from 
the point of view of munitions. 

“Tf you give our mah power enough 
munitions, no country, and no combination 
of countries, will ever threaten the United 
States upon its own territory.” 

The General added that while weapons 
had been developed which were far 
superior to those used in the world con- 
flict, the United States has not manu- 
factured them for the Army. 

America, he said, under present condi- 
tions, will have to enter the next war 
with obsolete weapons, and use those 


until new ones can be manulacturea.

COASTING VESSELS 
ASHORE. 


DEVON CLIFFS. 


In a blinding snowstorm and gale in the 
early hours of yesterday the coasting 
steamer Deventia (800 tons gross), beid 
from Fleetwood to London with a cargo 
of soda ash, went ashore west of Hope 
Cove, Bolt Head, South Devon. 

She carried a crew of thirteen, three of 
whom were rescued by rocket apparatus 
shot from the steep cliffs, and the remain- 
ing ten were taken off by.a motor lifeboat 
from Plymouth. 

Thomas Kelly, captain of the vessel, in 
an interview with a Press representative, 
said that the Deventia left Fleetwood on 
Saturday night. About ten on Monday 
night the wind increased to gale force, and 
just aiter midnight, when the vessel was 
a little east of the Eddystone, blinding 
snow came on. The seas became moun- 
tainous, and she drove ashore off Hope 
Cove. 

LOST WHILE BEING RESCUED. 

Twelve rockets were sent up and half 
a bale of waste was burned as signals of 
distress, The local rocket brigade re. 
sponded from the cliffs, and by means of 
the breeches buoy three members of the 
crew—Kelly, McGuire, and Bell—got 
ashore. McGuire pruceeded half way up 
the cliffs, and there, handicapped by 
heavy sea boots and oilskins, got stuck in 
the darkness. He had since been found 
and was all right. 

If the bad weather continues it is feared 
that the Deventia will become a total 
wreck, 

i KETCH'S GALE ORDEAL. 

[he crews of small vessels have been 
undergoing an exceptioúally severe ordeal 
in the icy gales of the past few days. The 
sails of the ketch Kate, of Gloucester, 
were blown to shreds as she was off 
Beachy Head en Monday night, en route 
from Hull to Plymouth with coal. 
Running before the gale she reached the 
shelter of Seaford Bay with difficulty and 
anchored there.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Mrs. Hagh Dalton took her seat in the 
House this afternoon amid the cheers of her 
sympathisers on the Labour benches. irs. 
Dalton is the ninth woman member, and she 
shares with Mrs. Runciman the pleasure of 
Parliamentary life with a husband. She is a 
lady of attractive personality.

During the discussion Mr. Lloyd George, 
looking remarkably fit and well after his 
trip to the Mediterranean, entered the Chain 
ber, and was warmly greeted by the members 
of his own party. There were also sb 
dued cheers from other parts of the House. 
He smiled and bowed his acknowledgmer*s 
as he took his customary corner seat below 
the gangway. 

TRANSFER TO COUNCILS. 

On an amendment moved by Miss Lawrence Lo 
rule out the exceptions in the bill to the 
transference of Poor Law administration to 
the Councils, Mr. Neyille Chamberlain an- 
nounced that he had no intention of keeping 
on the appointed Guardians at Chester-le 
street and Bedwellty. With regard to West 
Ham the position was different. He thougnt 
that the best plan to adopt in this case was 
to separate from the union those parts wh'ch; 
were ut present outside the City Boroughs. 
and let them follow the ordinary procedure 
of the bill, and to merge them in the County 
of Essex. As to the two County Boroughs, he 
would propose that they should continue in 
the union, under the appointed Guardiaus. 
April, 1935. Both the County 
Boroughs of East and West Ham would be 
subject to the guarantee of a minimum ga!” 
of ls. per head of the population. 

Mr. C. Edwards was highly pleased with 
the decision as to Bedwellty, but Mr. Jack 
Jones was much perturbed at the proposi- 
tion to maintain the appointed Guardians at 
Vest Ham. ‘Hail Cesar,’’ he began in a 
stentorian voice, “ those who are about to die 
salute you.”’ “Jahus?”. mtecjected Mr. 
Chamberlain. ‘‘ No, Judases,”’ retorted Mr. 
Jack Jones. He went on to say that he was 
really amazed that a descendant of the 
greatest exponent of local government who 
ever lived and the protagonist of the rights 
of localities should make the proposition he 
had made. Why was West Ham selected io 
be put in the pillory? If they had done any 
thing criminal, put them in the dock and 
give them a chance to defend themselves. 

The fact was that Mr. Chamberlain saw 
the sands closing round him, and he said: 
‘“My Government cannot last for ever: but 
we are going to secure that in certain parts 
oi the country certain things we do not 
believe in shall be prevented.’’ While they 
were at it, why did not the Government 
abolish all local authorities and bring in a 
bill which said: ‘‘No one shall rule but I: 
[ am the son of Joseph.” “You are 
Bolshevists in excelsis,’’ concluded Mr. Jones; 
“the only difference is that here we have 
Bolshevists in top hats.’’ (Labour laughter 
and cheers.) 

WEST HAM’S CASE. 

Sir Kingsley Wood said that it was hardly 
possible in the case of West Ham to let bv- 
gones be by-gones, seeing that there was an 
overdraft of between one and two millions.

TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 

I wish to refer to the very excellent work 
the Tourist Association is carrying out; and 
all to the good and benefit of the country 
all round, Mr. J. C. Foley and those aaso- 
mated with him deserve eat credit for 
what they have done, and cre doing, to 
improve the tourist traffic. There is still 
room for improvement in the condition of 
our hotels, transit and sporting facilities, and 
I think the Government should support the 
effort. in some substantial form, 

During the year we had the Cork Manage- 
ment Bill passed into law, and it is hoped 
that men of standing, high civic spirit, and 
good business capacity, will be elected to 
further assist the City Commissioner in 
carrying out the management of eur muni- 
cipal affairs on sound business lines. 

We have been reminded from time to time 
that we have only one customer for the pro- 
duce of our industry. That is so, and from 
our geographical position, and the perishable 
nature of the od www we have for sale, I do 
not see much hook of opening fresh markets.

this year, provided the Government extend 
favourable consideration in the reducticn of 
taxation.” 

He pointed out that the exports of the 
entire State had increased considerably last 
year, and in this connection it was particu. 
larly gratifying to them to learn that the in- 
evease of exports through the port of Cork 
was greater than through any other port in 
Iveland, both as regards live stock and 
bacon, butter and eggs. This was an in- 
dication that the City of Cork, and the 
Munster province generally, were progressing 
favourably. 

Mr. Flinn, T.D., advocated freedom from 
Customs formalities for tractor parts im- 
wrted snto this eounlry by Measrs, Fód. 
Buiter the present arrangements, he said, & 
considerable amount of administrative trouble 
and expense was incurred, both by the State 
and the company concerned, and something 
could be done to enable these parts to yo 
through without any loss to either party.

“BRITISH COMBINES.” 


Mr, Flinn proceeded to refer to ‘‘the 
stranglehold of huge British combines’’ on 
the transport of this country, and declared 
that the farmers’ profits were eaten up by 
the excessively high freights on agricultural 
produce exported to Great Britain. 

Mr. T. P. Dowdall admitted that in certain 
insiances tariffs did increase the cost of 
living, but he suggested that the principle 
of the tariff policy Was mainly for revenue 

, * . 
purposes. Referring ‘to the higher cost of 
living in the Free State as- compared with 
(ireat Britain and Northern Ireland, he said 
that this was due to their lack of productive 
industries, and declared that in a compara 
tively short time the business men of this 
country would find it impossible to earn 4 
livelihood, amd would he foreed to leave, 
like the prize beasts they were now expert- 
ing. Industries were necessary to provide 
employment and maintain the increased popu- 
lation, without which they could have no 
progress. 

Mr. J. C. Foley, President of the Trish 
Tourist Association, pressed the Council to 
take immediate steps towards securing a 
large School of Commerce for the City of 
Cork, which would provide accommodation 
for the demands on the present inadequate 
building. 

Mr. W. Dinan stated that it was not cor- 
rect to say that the prices gained for our 
principal exports of agr culture had declined 
during the past twelve months, On the 
contrary, it would be revealed in the official 
figures of the Ministry of Agriculture that 
the Free State farmer had received 140 points 
for his goods, «s compared with 132 during 
1927. The improvement in the quality of 
their exports of cattle, butter and eggs, 
which resulted from Government measures, 
was responsible for the rise jn prices secured, 

Mr, ©. J Young contradicted the statement 
that the transport of this country was in the 
hands of one combine. There were several 
carrying companies engaged in keen competi- 
tion in the trade, and they were doing their 
utmost to develop and piomote the export 
trade of the Free State. 

The motion having been unanimously 
adopted, Messrs. H. H.-Beale, W. T, Green, 
and A, A Y. Davren were unanimously re- 
elected members of the Council, on the 
motion of Mr. C. BK, Reale, seconded by Mr.

ARDFINNAN FACTORY, 

Mr. J. J. Hassett, T.D., said that he was 
with them in their efforts to keep alive that 
splendid factory in Ardiinnan. Though they 
expurted a million and wa quarter worth of 
woullens they imported £1,175,894 worth. 
Imported bouts and shoes had gone up from 
£1,288.570 to £1,405,042 last vear. The (o- 
vernment party had gone a good way to en- 
courage home industry, and tariffs had helped 
to establish eighty to ninety new factories, 
employing 10,000 to 12,000 hands. 
He, as a member of the Government party, 
thought that the Gevernment had not gone 
far enough. 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., Cork, said that the 
immediate problem in Ireland just now was 
the division among Irishmen, and he was 
glad to be there on a platform which repre- 
sented different political opinions. It 
said that protected industries would raise 
the price of material, but in the case of 
these three protected indusiries in Cork— 
blankets, boots and margarine—the prices 
had not been increased. Blankets had practi- 
cally ceased to be imported, and the tariff 
in that case had obviously been effective to a 
degree to make it a national industry.

In the Chancery Division, Belfast, on Man- 
day, the matter of John Connor Magee, an 
application was made hefore Mr, Justice 
Wilson in the case in which the Rev. Michael 
(O'Neill, P.P., Lavey; Francis Magee, Gulla 
duff; Joseph Boyle, Drummuck: William 
Conyery, Rucktown; James Patrick M‘Gurk, 
Galladuff, and Thomas Toner, of Ballymae- 
peak, all of Co. Londonderry, were plaintiffs, 
and the Attorney-General of Northern Ire- 
land wes defendant. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal, R.C. {instructed by Messrs. 
O'Kane and Co., Garvagh) appeared for the 
plaintiffs, and Mr. Dougherty (instructed by 
the Solicitor to the Northern Ministry of 
Finance) for the Attorney<eneral. 

Counsel on behalf of plaintiffs, as trustess 
of the fund, applied for liberty to lodge the 
sum of £2,000, at present in the Bank ef 
Ireland, to the credit of the trast for the 
betterment of the Roman Catholic Parish oí 
Lavey. He said that the deceased, John 
Connor Magee, emigrated to America from 
Gulladuff, and resided for many years in 
Florida, where, by hia industry, he amassed 
an estate value for £30,000.

A settle 
ment was subsequently arrived at under 
which all relatives were paid their legacies, 

hile a sum of £2,000 was bequeathed to 
the plaintiffs, as trustees for Lavey Parish.

IRISH SUGAR-BEET “ 
QUESTION. 


THE GROWERS POINT 
OF VIEW. 
—_--> ——_ 


In an interview which a representative o! 
the /rish T'imes had with Mr. A. M, Fahy, 
the General Secretary of the Lrish Sugar-eet 
Growers’ Association, the case for the growers 
was stated. 

WHY AN OFFER WAG REJECTED. 

At the first interview on November 8th 
with Sir Maurice Lippens, said Mr, Fahy, the 
directors of the Inish Sugar Manvuiacturing 
Company handed te the Standing Committee 
of the Beet Growers’ Assveiation their offer 
ef 44s. per ton, with a definite assurauce from 
Sir Manvice Lippess that they would not 
alter it. The Standing Commsttee laid the 
company’s proposals without prejudice before 
the county branches of their Association, and 
the Central Executive Committee represeniing 
all of these branches at a meeting held on 
the Zand November, decided unanimously to 
veject their offer of a basic price of 44%, per 
ton for the 1929 crop. The offer was vefused 
ior the reasens :— 

(1) That it does not cover the growers cost 
of preduction, 

(2) That the consider ihat thes 
are not vetting their fair shave of the subsidy. 
They informed the Tish Sugar Manwiacturing 
Company of theiv refusal of this offer on the 
24th November, adding that they hoped thai 
ihe company would see their way to sulemai' 
an amended offer. After further correspond 
ence, and as no further offer had been ve 
ceived from the company on January lst, the 
Beet Growers’ Ancociation again wrote, saying 
that if ihe offer of 44s. per ton by the eom- 
pany was final no good could come of con- 
tinuing the corvespoudence, but they again 
requested them to put forward án alternative 
proposal which might be (he means 0! 
continuing the bect indusiry in Ireland. 


ANOTHER INTERVIEW. 

At an interview held, on the 15th January 
Sir Maurice Lippews’ secretary iulormed. thie 
representatives ol the Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion that the company could net see their 
way fo imerease their offer of 44s. per ton, 
and that it was the company’s mitention to 
ignore the Association, and to canvass 
farmers individually to sign contracts al 44s 
per Qn the same date a letter was 
received from Sir Maurice Lippens stating 
that (he company’s original offer of 44s, pe: 
tou wag made without any idea of bargaining, 
and canld iot be modified. 

While the Beet Growers Association recoz- 
mise that the factory's costings are their own 
affair, they ave forced to criticise thei figures 
when *he factory say that they cannot afford 
to pay a better price than 44s. per ton, which 
price would not cover farmers’ cost of produc- 
tion of beet. It is evident from simple caleu- 
lations that the total revenue of the company 
for sugar. by-products and subsidy was for 
the season 1927-20 at least £800,000, and that 
the raw material cost approximately £380,000. 
leaving a balance of £420,000, out of which, 
according to the published accounts, the 
company made a net profit of £117,000, leav- 
ing « balance of £365,000 to cover the cost of 
munuiaciure avd overhead expenses Íoi the 
vear under review. 
| THE NET PROFITS. 

Í would point out that this sum of £117,000 
net profit is arrived at after charging an 
wustated sum for “ Directors’ remuneration,” 
‘* Reserve for income tax ” and corporation 
profits tax £39.000, and an unknown amount 
for reserve for bad debts: also after writing 
off a ..in cf £44,729 5s. 6d. for depreciation, 
which is £10,000 in excess of 10 per cent. 
on the capital value of the company’s pre 
mises, plant, etc. 

The sum of £603,000, representing th 
approximate cost of manufacture and over- 
head expenses, would represent about £16 10s. 
ton on sugar output. From information 
the ’ ypanufacture in Con- 
tinental factories works out at less than 30 
per cent. of the above-mentioned cost of 
£16 10s. per ton of sugar, When this matter 
was pointed out to the company they refused 
to disclose information as to the cosis 
of manufactuie or overhead expenses. In the 
absence of definite figures as to the cost of 
manufacture and overhead expenses, the Beet 
Givowers’ Association fail to understand, 
according to their calculations, the 
enormous Cost of manufacture at the Carlow 
factory. The Beet Growers’ Association 1s 
satisfied thal, by reasonable economy, the 
company’s ‘decline in revenue due to decreased 
subsidy and fall in price of sugar would be 
more than compensated for if reasonable 
economies were effected in the cost of manu- 
facture, The Beet Growers’ Association have 
at all times been ready to negotiate on the 
basis that the farmers should get a fair price 
for producing the raw material for this highly 
subsidised industry. 


THE ERRONEOUS FIGURES, 

With regard to the erroneous figures re 
ferred to in Mr, Singer s published interview, 
1 would like to point out that Mr, Singer 
was immediately informed that these figures 
were incorrectly reported in the daily Press, 
and that the arguments of the Beet Growers’ 
Association were not based on these incorrect 
figures. It is rather a shock to the Irish 
farming comunity to learn that the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company have set up 
headline Messrs. Guinness and the 
hanks, etc.. as dividend-earning concerns. In 
view of Mr. Singer’s statement in this con 
neetion it will be a further incentive to the 
beet growers to stand together ia thew own 
interests, particularly in the preset crisis.

Westropp Bennett presiding Mr, M. P. 
Byrne, editor of a sporting journal, sug- 
gested that im place of taxation on bets 
a licence fee of £300 per annum should 
be required from every bookmaker, with 
a registration fee of £10 in respect of 
betting offices. 

The decline of attendances at Irish race

Evidence was fist heard from Mr, J. h. 

Clark, F.C.R.A., Secretary of the Association 
of Chambers of Commerce of the Irish Free 
State.

Where paying out took place 
imimediately afters the deelaration of the result 
there was a temptation to people to remain 
and place their winnings on other races, He 
advocated that no loitering should be allowed 
in or near licensed premises, and that the 
police should have power te metitate pro 
ceedings, if necessaty, by arresting loiterers. 
His Council had given this question great 
consideration, mauy members holding the 
view that it was vather drastic, and might 
lead to the arrest of innocent people; but 
his Exeeutive Council had confidence in the 
police, Another suggestion put forward was 
that persons in receipt of peor law relief 
should be debarred from betting on licensed 
premises, benefits to cease on preof that a 
betting transaction had been made. It was 
thought that that might act as a deterrent, 
especially in the small towns. 

The Chairman said that he thought that 
the suggestion about benefits ceasing on proof 
that a bet had been made might prove very 
valuable. 

Witness added that the Couneil eonsidered 
that the licence duty should be graduated 
according to the turnover. is Council did 
not consider thev were 1p a position to say 
what minimum licence duty would be most 
advisable, 

BOOKMAKERS’ LICENCES. 
Michael P. Byrne, editor of Sport, 
course of evidence, said that the 
Betting Act was unsatisfactory in many 
respects. In his view, ove of the principal 
causes was the method by which revenue was 
derived from betting. He recommended the 
abwlition of the existing method of taxing 
betting, and instead suggested the issue of 
a licence to each bookmaker at £300 per 
annun, plus a fee of £10 per annum for 
registration of premises. 

There were, he said, about 500 book makers 
in the Free State, and if they were licensed 
on the basis suggested a sum of £150,000 
would be derived free of all costs of collec- 
tion. Such an annual licensing fee would 
not necessarily impose an unbearable burden 
on bookmakers who, as Commission agents, 
were in a position to charge they customey’s 
business done on their

Another principal cause of objection was 
the effect which the betting tax om racecourse 
betting had had on Irish racing, and, inet- 
dentally on. the Irish breeding industry. — The 
tax was mainly responsible for the critical 
condition of the majority of Irish race 
companies through loss of patronage. 
Racecourses found it impossible to continue 
their contribution to the £55,000 per annum 
demand from this source by the Revenue 
authorities. Attendances had dwindled to 
vanishing point, and stake values had 
dropped from £113,371 in 1926 to £86,744 
in 1928. 

Another cause of objection was the open- 
ing of betting premises in unsuitable dis- 
tricis, the manner in which some of those 
establishments were conducted, and the class 
of customer they attracted.

EXCESSIVE POWERS.

Section 2 every person who acts as a hook. 
maker without licence was liable to an Ex. 
cise fine of £500. In the strict interpreta- 
tion of that many racegoers who made a 
common practice of bettjng amongst tiem- 
selves could be fined. 

Under Section 19 any officer of Cusioms 
and Excise possessed of a suspicious tuin of 
mind was empowered to enter the home of 
any. private citizen to searel and investigate 
at any hour of the day or night ón the plea 
that he suspected that the business of hook- 
making was carried on therein. 

Witness described as wholly iniquitous thie 
venalties for breach of Beetion 24 of the 
Hance Act, 1924, For the smallest offence 
a person was liable to a penalty of £600.

Mr; J. FitzGerald-Kenney, T.D., Minister 
for Justice, addressing a large public meet- 
ing under thé auspices of Cumann na nGaed- 
heal at Monulla, Castlebar, on Sunday, re- 
ferred to the statements published in the 
Press im regard to the liability for land pur- 
chase annuities, and said those people who 
held that there was no responsibility for the 
repayment of these annuities were doing a 
bad day's work for their country. It was an 
entirely dishonest policy, said Mr. Kemy. 
for Fianna Fail to spread this doctrine that 
the people who advanced the money for Ifish 
land purchase were net entitled to be repaid, 
The annuities were not a tax, but a repay - 
ment oí. borrowed money which enabled 
tenants to purchase their holdings. 

These tenants were legally and morally 
bound to pay it back as money they mighf 
horrow from the bank, or goods they got 


from a shopkeeper. . The ritish 
Government did not advance this 
money from the State Exchequer, 


but borrowed it from other persons to carry 
out Trish land purchase, and it is to those 
persons that the money goes back and not 
to the British Government. The arrange- 
ments made between Britain and Ireland were 
eminently satisfactory. 

They had started without a national debt, 
started with a clean sheet, and it was due to 
Mr. de Valera’s attitude’ which brought 
about civil strife that the people were now 
paving:for the destruction carried out by his 
followers. i 

He (the Minister) was perfectly convinced 
that there were people in this country still 
anxious ‘to: see a revival of the civil war, 
and if Fianna Fail came into power he yven- 
tured the opinion they would not have the 
moral courage to cope with those persons.

CO-OPERATIVE TRADING 
IN IRELAND. 


A DUBLIN MEETING. 

As part of the international propaganda 
Week of tie co-operative movement, the 
Dublin and District Consumers’ Co-operative 
Society held a_ well-attended meeting at 
Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, on Sunday evening 
last. 

me. GQ: & 
apologies from many _ well-known people 
interested in the movement, During his 
introductory remarks the chairman said that 
the Dublin Soeiety was one of long standing, 
but its full development had been restricted 
hy adverse economie eonditions. He com- 
plained that they also suffered from want of 
publicity. In conclusion, he asked the meet- 
Ing to consider the society as a trading con- 
cern, and not. to treat their appeal for sup- 
port as a plea tor charity. 

Mr. W. J. McGuffin, President of the 
Belfast (Co-operative Society, spoke of the 
purpose of the present propaganda week, and 
told his hearers that while he was addressing 
them hundreds of meetings were even then 
being held throughout Europe, all organised 
with a similar purpose, that of educating 
the public in the benefits of the co-operative 
system. 

Speaking of the rapid growth of the Bel- 
fast concern, Mr. McGuffin remarked that at 
present it was doing 1; millions of business 
per year. He said that the society in his 
city was at its start jess favourably situated 
than they were in Dublin. Since 1926 it was 
reported that the Delfast concern had in- 
creased its capital 47 per cent. and its savings

hv 100 per cent. Last vear no less than 
£30,000 was shared amongst its customers. 
He asked his hearers not to be disheartened 
by such figures, but to remember that 
nothing had been done in the Northern 


capital which could not he accomplished in 
the capital of the whole country. 
SUCCESS IN CORK. 

Mr. J. Hickey, of Cork, in the course of 
his address, said that the movement was a 
practical economic and social proposition. He 
told how in the City of (‘ork in 1923 the 
society there was on the verge of soin bank- 
rupt. To-day the same business was in a 
firm position, and he ascribed the change to 
the energy of the few organised the 
lovalty of the many. He sdid that he was

convinced that the co-operative proposal or 
theory. was a remedy for many of the evils 
of the working-class existence. In Ireland 
the speaker hoped that co-operation would 
provide that common ground upon which all 
Irishmen could meet and work in union. 

taptain Berger, of Sweden, who last visited 
this country some fifteen vears ago. told how 
at that time he was moved to admiration for 
the spirit of, co-operation then prevailing 
amongst the agricultural community here. He 
asked that the housewives of this country 
would. get to understand the principles ef tho 
co-operative store and thus benefit im a degree 
not less. great than the women of his own 
country. 

_Ansing from a question during the ensuing 
discussion, il was stated that the Belfast Co- 
operative Dairy supplied 265,000 people with 
properiy cleaned and pasteurised mill. 
do this it was necessary to obtain a supply 
from) a yadius of fifty miles to a quantity 
of fifty or sixty thousands of gallons per week. 
Their business in this line represented a fifth 
of the whole supply for the City of Belfast. 
Other speakers dealt with the importance of 
clean milk and other food supplies, and the 
opinion was freely expressed that in this 
respect the Cily of Dublin had much to learn.

When setting eggs under hens, don't forget 


SEASONABLE HINTS. 


Writing on this subject in the Week/y 
frish Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent says :— 


that at this time of the year greater care- 
fulness is necessary in everything con- 
nected with the hatching. It is better 
to set too few eggs under each hen than 
too many, as one or two not sufticiently 
covered may destroy the whole batch, 
as the hen turns them all every day, and 
so the whole lot may be exposed in turn. 
dhe nest should be of soft hay and 
plenty of it, and do not apply any water. 
Nests may be provided for geese and 
turkeys in quiet corners, for, although 
they may not be laying soon, they often 
choose their nests beforehand. A cask or 
large box with plenty of dry litter, and 
partly covered with branches, makes a 
good nest for either goose or turkey. 
When geese begin to lay the eggs may be 
collected and set under hens, putting 
delph eggs instead. In this way the 
goose will be induced to lav more. About 
five eggs of average size will be enough 
for each hen.
